THIS VAST mistake is being 
blamed on the bureaucrats' 
newest scapegoat for errors - 
the computer. In the admini- 
stration's review thus far, 
money errors ha ve been turned 
up in 23 percent of the cases 

reviewed. Of a sampling of 



13,230 cases, it was found that 
10.3 percent were overpay- 
ments,, 6.7 percent were 
.underpayments and 6 percent 
were payments to persons who 
were ineligible. Most of the." 
trouble seems to involve initial 
claims™" those nevr cases" 
processed by Social Security 
since state welfare rolls were 
federalized. 

Needless to say the bureau- 
crats are hard at work trying to 
put a good face on what 
amounts to the most miserable 
federal performance in many , 
years. For example, Robert P. 
Bymun, the agency's associate 
■ commissioner for 'program 
operations, tried to claim the 
rate of error was only 3 percent. 
Here's how he did it: 

HE TOOK the $403 million 
figure, subtracted $57 million he 
claims the agency has collected 
from clients with overpay: 
ments; then he subtracted $34.9 
million worth of underpayments 
and then be subtracted $26.6 
million in cases where the 
government had given up all 
attempts to get its money back. 

After all that he was quoted as 
saying:' 

"When you look at the figure 
$285 million and compare it to 
the almost $8 billion paid out to 
date in this program, it. comes 
out to something like .3 
percent;" ; ■■ *

The quaint English system we use is being 
abandoned even by the ) English, who began the 
switch to metric in 1965. Canada, one of bur 
major trading partners/began the metric switch

Although Congress has yet to take definite 
steps toward metrication of the U.S., several 
American firms have decided on their own to 
convert. Seven-Up began distribution of liter and 
half-liter containers in Minnesota and Florida. 
The U.S. wine industry Will be converted to 
metric by 1979. Major auto makers, as well as 
Caterpillar, IBM, Sears & Roebuck and Dow 
Corning . are among the industrial firms 
converting.' 

Dual measurements can. be found today on 
American dress patterns, and canned goods - 
and even on road signs in Ohio.,
